BE IT ENACTED by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter-

Section 1. That any person of persons who shall 
introduce any horned cattle [ganado vacuno] within the

Your memorialists the two houses of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico, earnestly but 
respectfully represent unto your honorable bodies that 
the. numerous predatory bands of Indians who inhabit the’ 
extreme southern part of this Territory, have been hos- 
tile for years, and at continual warfare with our citizens,‘ 
destroying annually a vast amount of property and killing’ 
large numbers’of*our people. 


And although the military authorities stationed among- 
us have been active and vigilant in‘ their endeavors to 
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‘protect our people and property from the incessant de- 
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predations of these hostile bands of marauders, experi- 


ence has showr that the means at the disposal of the ae 
General Commanding in this military district is altugether Eee 


insufficient to render that aid and protection to our people 
and property which the circumstances in the case require ; 
and owing to this want of sufficient protection some of the 
most desirable agricultural lands in the Territory remain 
wild and uncultivated, and some of the richest mineral 
localities undeveloped; those large alluvial bottom lands 
on the Rio Gila, within the limits of this Territory, and 
among the richest in the world, situated in a salubrious 
and healthy climate, and of sufficient extent to support a 
large population, would in a short time, it is confidently 
believed, with the necessary protection, be settled up and 
under cultivation. 


Your memorialists therefore most constantly pray that 
additional troops be sent to this Territory, and that a new 
military post be established on the Gila river at or near 
the site of the old military post known as Fort West.

above mentioned claimants at the time of such attack that 
was made upon the same, were bringing government 
freight as freightera of the government, which freight they 
were hauling from Fort Harker to Fort Dodge; and 
whereas the commanding officer at Fort Harker, Kansas, 
gave to said trains a small and insignificant escort of col- 


ored troops, who ran away at the time that the large band

alone the owners of the trains with the few teamsters that 
they had, who there fought until the trains together with 
the government property was by force taken from them ; 
and where the greater part of the property which they 
had occupied in the transportation of such public goods, 
amounting to $4,265 00, and for which they have been 
unable to obtain any payment, although their claims have 
been already registered in the proper department; solely 
hoping that Congress will make an appropriation by 
means of an act, sufficient for the final adjustment of said 
payment. 


Your honorable bodies, to the end of finding the most 
proper mode of giving-credit to the purity and good faith 
of said claim, can refer to Messrs. Sanborn & King, as 
agents of said claim, and who have in their possession all 
the evidence relative to the matter, and the facts of the 
case it is thought may induce your honorable bodies to 
pass a bill for the relief of said claimants, who have lost 
their all and the source from which they gained a subsiz-

MEmorrar to the Senate and House of Representatives 


of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled : 


The Legislature of the Territory of New Mexico re- 
spectfully submits this its memorial, and urgently asks 
your favorable consideration thereof. 


Your honorable bodies are well aware that the war of 
1846 and 1847: with Mexico, resulted in the treaty ot 
peace of Guadalupe Hidalgo, concluded in the month of 
February, 1848, by which New Mexico passed under the 
jurisdiction and authority of the United States. At the 
beginning of the war, there were within the present lim- 
ita of the Territory some sixty thousand souls, and such 
had been the policy of Mexico before the war towards the 
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independent tribes of Indians in New Mexico, that the ins 
habitants could pursue their well established avocations 
of cultivating the soil, pasturing their flocks, and working 
the numerous mines of precious metals, in reasonable 
peace and security. ‘Large quantities of fine lands eup- 
plied them with all the necessaries, and numerous herds 
of cattle, sheep and horses grazed upon the prairies, while 
the numerous mines of the Territory gave a certain and 
profitable yield to the miner, even with his crude and 
costly manner of working them, and if the people of the 
Territory of New Mexico had been permitted to remain 
in the enjoyment of the property they Had at the time of 
the occupation of their country, in 1846, it is confidently 
believed that the population thereof would have increased 
in a very great degree, and that their live stock and the 
product of the mines would likewise have largely increas- 
ed; but such has been the misfortune of the people that 
the moat of the mines have been abandoned, and the say- 
agehas left them but a small portion of their stock. The 
implacable war waged by the hostile Indians, has coat the 
Territory the lives of many of its most enterprising citi- 
zens; the entire population has been exposed to the cru- 
elties of the savages, and our wives and children have 
been carried into captivity to be thence ransomed by their 
relatives-at a ruinous cost. We are not unmindful of the 
good intentions of the United States in regard to afford- 
ing us protection, or of the ‘large sums of.money ex- 
pended to that end; but-their repeated . efforts: and the 
immense sums expended have not-attained the desired-ab- 
ject, and the condition ofthe Territory, notwithstanding 
these efforts, is to-day as unsatisfactory as ever, and. were 
it not for the hope that animates.our-people, ‘that, it is the 
object ofthe government to open up our Territory to the 
world, which is the only way to seeureto us the protec: 
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fion and peace we-desiře, we should despair of our wel- 
fare and prosperity. ` ` 


The railroad, which now extends some three hundred 
miles west of the Mississippi river towards this Territory, 
having a connection with all the opulent eastern cities 
and sections of the United States, will, if established to- 
wards the Rio Grande along the proposed route to the 
Pacific ocean, afford to our Territory all the advantages 
which the government has heretofore endeavored tọ af- 
ford us aa citizens of the United States through increased 
expenditures of money. We beg that your honorable 
bodies will provide means. for the construction and con- 
tinuation of this road to New Mexico, as a measure the 
most powerful and the most economical for our protec- 
tion, and asa means best adapted to the lessening of the 
large expenditures necessary in this country. 


We beg to be permitted to remind yout honorable 
bodies that a large majority of our people was found here 
and made citizens of the United States, and that hitherto 
wè lived in almost continual pedce with those who are 
now our worst enemies, that we were by a solemn treaty 
of peace guaranteed protection ; that we are in our opin- 
ion entitled, as citizens of the United States, to a protec- 
tion equal to that enjoyed by the other citizens of the 
government. 


In this our meniorial to your honorable bodies upon a 
subject of such vital imporfance to the people of this Ter- 
ritory, andin view of the mode proposed ta secure the 
object! sought to be obtained, we are not unmindful that - 
its success must depend upon the business which, besides 
that afforded by the government, the railrogd would cer- 
tainly enjoy. With security afforded to our people there 
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i 18 no limit to the raising of domestic live stock, such as 
} cattle, horses, mules and sheep, as well as hides and wool 

which would be produced in immense quantities, while 

the product of the inexhaustible gold, silver, copper, coal 

iron and other mines, will forever find their only limits 
in the labor femployed in working them. It may be 
asserted with all safety that with a railroad completed 
i from the Raton mountains to Pinos Altos, thus opening 
up five hundred miles of mineral territory, the yield of 
, the mines of New Mexico would immediately he five mil- 
lions of dollara at the least, an amount to be everforth 
steadily on the increase. The road would necessarily be 
self-sustaining here, and would reimburse to the govern- 
ment all the money it had-advanced for its construction, 
while it would contribute materially towards enriching 
the nation, with which all kinds of business would keep 
pace in the march of progress. Even with the compara- 
tively low prices of other fneans of transportation the 
road would, with a well established schedule, certainly 
reimburse the government all the facilities it had afforded 
it towards its construction, whether in the way of bonds 
or otherwise, which construction ought to be verified as 
early as practicable. Besides these considerations, the 
government could afford protection to our people at less 
expense, and it would saye the expenditure of large sums 
of money in the transportation of troops and provisions 
from the Missouri river to the Territories of New Mexico 
and Arizona, and it would ensure to the people of the 
United Statesan increase of a lucrative trade and busi- 
sinesa with the adjacent states of the Republic of Mexico, 
which would be of incalculable benefit to the present and 
future generations, and would redound to the magnanini- 
ity and wisdom of our government. ` 
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“For these reasons we sincerely pray that your honora- 
‘ble bodies will extend [to the railroad here referred to] 
in grants of lands or government bonds, aid similar to 
that which has been afforded to the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. Ifthis shall be done the road will open up for the 
government and to civilization an extent of mineral coun- 
try of incalculable value, and the act would be an imper- 
ishable monument to the wisdom and progress of the age. 

Resolved further, That the Hon. Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory be authorized to transmit a copy of the foregoing 
memorial to his excellency the President of the United 
States, one copy each to the members of his cabinet, to 
General Grant the President of the United States elect, 
and also one copy-each to the senators and members of 
the Congress, and that the Secretary of the Council ‘and 
chief clerk of the House of Representatives jointly trans- 
mit a copy of the above memorial to the Hon. J. Fran- 
cisco Chaves, under the signatures of the presiding of- 
ficers of the two houses composing this Legislative Ase 
sembly.

Memorar to the honorable Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
~ gress assembled. 


Your memorialists, Council and House ot Represen- 
-tatives of the Territory of New Mexico, now in session, 
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very respectfully represent to your honorable bodies, that’ 
the counties ot Mora and San Miguel’ are two of the 
most populous counties in this Territory, and until now 
they have béen entirely deprived of mail communication ; 
and that that which until now has been established is at 
Fort Union, from which post office the mail matter has 
to return to Mora, and in the same manner to San Mi- 
guel, being a great loss of time, and damaging to the in- 
terests of both counties; therefore 


Your memorialists respectfully request of your honora- 
ble bodies that a new mail route be established from the 
town of Las Vegas in the county of San Miguel, to the 
town of San Gertrudis in the county of Mora,-to go by 
the Sapello road, and that a post office be established at- 
the junction of the Sapello and Manuelitas rivers, this be- 
ing at a distance of thirty miles, whilst that already es- 
tablished has to make a circuit of fifty-two miles. 


The attention of your honorable bodies ought to be 
called to the preference that until now has been given to 
the other counties of this Territory in relation to postal 
routes; and what has now been asked is not more than 
justice, and is claimed as the equal rights and protection 
due to our constituents on the part of our magnanimous 


government. 
As in duty bound, your memorialists will ever pray. 


Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, that the Hon. Secretary of this Territory 
be requested to immediately make out and transmit copies 
of the above memorial to the Honorable the Post Master 
General ofthe United States, to the Delegates in Con 
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gteas from this Territory and the Territory of Arizona.

of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled. 


Your mémorialists the two houses of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico, earnestly but 
respectfully represent unto your honorable bodies that 
the greater number ouf citizens have in their possession 
and are owners of grants of land granted to them by the 
governments of Spain and Mexico, which grants have 
not as yet been investigated nor determined by the Sur- 
veyor Genezal of the United States for New Mexico, nor 
have your honorable bodies taken any action thereon re- 
garding the confirmation of these grants to their respec-- 
tive and original grantees. 
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It is the sacred duty of your memorialists, to manifest 
to your honorable bodies that many of the grants of lands 
of which our citizens are owner, have been abandoned 
by them in consequence of the continual depredations of 
the savage Indians who run unrestrained through New 
Mexico and who have obliged them to desert their pro- 
perty, by reason of which abandonment, after pacifica- 
tion of some of the tribes of Indians, many of our citi- 
zens have taken possession of lands belonging and granted 
to others, and the owners are now obliged to establish 
amts for the recoyery of their rights. 


Your memorialists confiding in the magnanimity and 
good judgment of your honorable bodies, and at the same 
time in the just prerogatives that were guarantied to them 
by the solemn treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, cannot do 
less than rest in the assurance of protection in the pos- 
session of their property. 


Your memorialists for the purpose of obviating ques- 
tions within themselves, with respect to grants, guaran- 
tied to them by the governments of Spain and Mexico, 
very respectfully pray your honorable bodies that the 
United States Surveyor General for New Mexico be 
ordered and directed to make a careful examination of 
‘the grants referred to, survey the same, and send his 
report to your honorable bodies for your decision and 
determination in the matter. 


Your memoarialists cannot do less than hope that your 
shonorable bodies will not fail to protect our citizens in 
ghe peaceful enjoyment of the property that has been 
granted to them as aforesaid, and which the United 
States government is obliged to respect aud protect by 
the sovereign treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo. 
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sAnd tbis, as in duty bound, your memorialista will ever 
pray. te 

Resolved, That the Hon. Secretary of the Territary 
be, and is hereby requested to send a certified copy of 
this memorial to the Hon. Chairman of the committee 
on Territories, in the U. S. Senate, to the Hon. Chair- 
man of the committee on Territories of the House of 
Representatives of the United States, to the Hon. Sec- 
retary of the Interior and to the U. S. Commissioner 
General.
